MADISON - Wisconsin used guaran- 
tees from a Taiwanese billionaire and 
the company he founded to avoid a 
problem that one Democratic critic has 
described as a potential “nuclear bomb” 
in a $3 billion jobs contract. 

With the state’s largest such deal 
ever at risk, Terry Gou, the chairman of 
Taiwan’s Foxconn Technology Group, 
helped push the project forward by 
agreeing to pay one-quarter of the po- 
tential contract penalties if the flat- 
screen plant planned for Racine County 
is closed down. 

Three lawmakers — one Republican 
and two Democrats — said the state’s 
jobs agency delayed an Oct. 17 vote on

The study, overseen by the state of 
Michigan, was ordered in response to 
intense public pressure to shut down 
Enbridge’s line before it ruptures. A 
younger Enbridge pipeline burst on 
land in 2010, pumping oil into a Lake 
Michigan tributary and causing more 
than $1 billion in damage. 

A similar accident in the Straits 
threatens to be far more devastating 
because the oil could be carried far 
and wide by the whipsawing currents 
rushing through the narrow channel 
that separates Lakes Michigan and 
Huron. One prominent hydrodynam- 
ics expert, in fact, has called the 
Straits the worst possible place in all 
the Great Lakes for an oil spill. 

Line 5 is a single pipe for most its 
645-mile route from Superior, Wis., 
to Sarnia, Ontario, but briefly splits 
into twin pipes at the Straits of Mack- 
inac. 

The draft analysis of alternatives 
essentially offers a pick-your-poison 
list of options if the line is closed, and 
one of those alternatives is to redirect 
the oil down an existing pipeline cor- 
ridor running through Wisconsin. 

That could require a pipeline ease- 
ment expansion that would chew
